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The means for the determination of whether a judge is disqualified in a particular case may be established by the state legislature, 
subject to any constitutional provisions; | where the legislature has not so provided, the procedure is controlled by court rule 


or by the law as developed by the courts of the jurisdiction.” 


When a recusal motion is presented to a court, the court is required to promptly act on the motion before resolving any other 


matters.° A judge's failure to rule on a recusal motion within the statutory time frame did not require automatic recusal, where 
the clerk's office failed to forward the motion to the judge, the movant mistakenly mailed a copy of the motion to the wrong 


courthouse, and the judge promptly ruled on the motion after becoming aware of it and receiving it.* On the other hand, a 
litigant's motion to disqualify a judge was deemed to have been granted due to the fact that the motion was not ruled on within 


30 days of its service, as required by rule; the 30-day rule was to be applied strictly.” 
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
